And now In .1917, when history’s 
pages are filled with the shameful 
and cowardly acts of the German gov­ 
ernment toward the United States, we 
still oan avoid trouble (for a time at 
least) if we chooose. We can allow 
Germany to continue murdering our 
men, women and children on the ligh 
seas and if we choose, still can avoid 
protecting our ships from the mad 
dog of the seas. We can even allow 
Germany to plot to array against us 
the subtle Jap and the Mexican—as 
barbarous as thq Teuton himself— 
and plan to march their armies up 
the Mississippi Valley 
raping 
and 
pillaging as they go, If we choose, and 
yet avoid protecting ourselves. 
But Woodrow Wilson has not mis­ 
taken the temper of the 
American 
pepple. In his fight to obtain author­ 
ity for the protection of 
American 
lives and property he has not sought 
the advice of men such as the In­ 
famous twelve.

Americanism on straight and he does 
not report back to a constituency 
half German and half American as do 
Stone and La Follette. He represents, 
thank God, the unterrified

AUSTRIA’S HESITATION. 
One of the things the student of in­ 
ternational affairs must explain with­ 
out taking into consideration a for­ 
mer attitude, is the apparent reluc­ 
tance of Austria to follow the foot­ 
steps of the imperial Kaiser in or­ 
dering its submarines to engage in 
the unrestricted and unwarranted de 
struction of merchant vessels. 
When Germany renewed its cam­ 
paign of “frightfulnesa" there was but 
little doubt in America that Austria 
would adopt the same policy as her 
ally. In fact, Austria has played ihe 
“me too” role ever since the war be­ 
gan, and has been but a puppet in the 
hands of the Prussian war lords. Tts 
hesitation when so grave a question 
was Involved—one on 
which 
Ger 
many has staked the outcome of the 
tltantic struggle—is puzzling. 
It is barely possible that the new 
emperor oj Austria, credited with he 
ing a slnceiM advocate of peace, 
is 
loath to violate the rules of interna­ 
tional law and break 
the 
plighted 
word of his country for the mere sake 
of murdering citizens of other 
na­ 
tions. 
The Emperor Charles may be 
too humane to go the lengths that his 
bolder 
brother-in-arms — Wilhelm — 
will take to carry a point, to snatch a 
victory or to postpone defeat. If this 
generous construction could be placed 
upon Austria's evident hesitation in 
the face of Berlin pressure, it would 
be highly to the credit of the ruler 
who succeeded to the crown of Fran­ 
cis Joseph, a monarch of bloody repu­ 
tation. 
However, it is more plausible to be­ 
lieve that Austria is acting at the be­ 
hest of Germany. Perhaps, after all, 
Germany Is not too eager to sever 
every possible connection with Wash­ 
ington, and hopes through the medium 
of the Austrian embassy to be able 
to present to the^Unitad State? some 
other crafty scheme Qf diabolical im­ 
port. 
If Bulgaria, as 
is 
reported, 
severs relations with America, this 
construction of Austria’s action will 
be more firmly established.

But whatever the reason that has 
withheld Austria’s hand, the nation is 
to be congratulated on showing at 
least a temporary respect for pled?;ea 
that Germany shatterred without a 
day’s notice.
